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Response to Amendment 

The amendment filed 09-23-2005 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: figures 5A and 
6A and the accompanying description. 

The original specification supports an elastic valve member. However, this 
disclosure does not inherently disclose any particular structure or arrangement; 
therefore any figure showing a specific arrangement would be new matter. The 
examiner cannot foresee any manner in which a black box could be used to adequately 
show the elastic valve member, similar to the manner in which applicant has introduced 
newly amended figures 5 and 6, which are hereby approved and entered. Formal 
drawings with these changes are required. A black box with elastic valve member would 
not be adequate as it would not be apparent how an elastic valve member could be 
adjusted. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 09-23-2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive for the reasons noted above.
